DETAILED ACTION 

The indicated allowability of claims 8,10,14,16,19,20 and 26 is withdrawn in view of the 
newly discovered reference(s) to Lyjak et al(4765286). Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claim 21 is redundant and should be canceled. The dependency of claim 23 should then 
be amended to depend on claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8,10,14,16,19,20 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lyjak et al (4765286). 

Passage 12 has an end within manifold 10 and will direct air to cylinder ports at 14. 
In regard to claim 10, the angle is ninety degrees. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9,1 1-13,15,17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-7, 18, 22, 24, 25, and 27 are allowed. 

Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
